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Anti-vivisection picket 


On Saturday 2nd of 
March, the Christchurch 
Anti-Vivisection Cam¬ 
paign (CAVC) held a 
picket outside the Cancer 
Society Fashion Show at 
the Grand Chancellor 
Hotel. 400 Guests paid 
$125 each to attend the 
dinner and fashion show 
and hear celebrity guest 
Joanna Lumley. 

Thirty protesters, 
most in costumes, gath¬ 
ered outside the entrance 
and handed leaflets to 
guests and passers-by. 
The protesters had sev¬ 
eral multi coloured ban¬ 
ners and ‘The Hags” (an 
anarchist-feminist theatre 
group) performed an anti¬ 
vivisection fashion show 
on the footpath outside 


the hotel.A woman 
dressed as Joanna 
Lumleys character from 
the Absolutely Fabulous 
TV programme intro¬ 
duced each “model” as 
they paraded dressed in 
blood soaked lab coats 
with tumours growing out 
of their heads and plastic 
rats stapled to their cloth¬ 
ing. 

The protesters were 
joined by several security 
guards, some aggressive 
hotel porters and one or 
two bored cops. 

The Cancer Society is 
known for its support of 
animal testing and its re¬ 
peated attempts to dis¬ 
credit natural medicine. It 
also claims that meat and 
dairy products are an es¬ 


sential part of the human 
diet. Perhaps this is be¬ 
cause their “Fit Food” 
Campaign is sponsored 
by the Beef and Lamb 
Marketing Board and The 
Dairy Board. 

The CAVC leaflets and 
media releases focussed 
on the damage vivisection 
causes to both humans 
and animals and attacked 
the Cancer Societys 
policy of discouraging 
natural medicine and pre¬ 
vention. CAVC has been 
formed to confront vivisec¬ 
tion in Christchurch and 
its main campaign will be 
against the fundraising 
events of the Cancer So¬ 
ciety. A contact address 
is on the back page of 
Animal Info.

Shoot was held again in 
Alexandra in central 
Otago in the South Island. 
This year over 15,000 rab- 
bits were killed in 24 
hours as part of what the 
promoters describe as a 
"family fun day". When 
SAFE put adverts in the 
local papers asking peo¬ 
ple to boycott the shoot 
and Alexandra, they got 
sent dead rabbits feet in 
the mail. SAFE activists 
were in Alexandra for 
Easter and secretly 
filmed the days events. 
Part of the prize giving 


ceremony was a mock 
shooting of two men 
dressed in bunny suits 
and holding a sign say¬ 
ing “We are SAFE". 
These sick bastards need 
to be stopped. Legal 
methods have not 
stopped this. It seems 
the only way to stop 
these people is to cause 
them to lose a LOT of 
money. The people of 
Alexandra will change 
their minds if the cost of 
the Easter bunny slaugh¬ 
ter is too high. We must 
make the cost for them 
too high.

ALF frees 3000 mink in New York 


An estimated 3,000 
mink worth nearly a quar¬ 
ter of a million dollars 
were freed from a fur farm 
near New York in a pre- 
Easter raid on April 4 by 
the Animal Liberation 
Front (ALF). 

It was the largest live 
liberation of animals ever 
in the U.S. by animal 
rights advocates, accord¬ 
ing to the Coalition to 
Abolish the Fur Trade, 
which received notice of 
the action Sunday. 

The 3,000 mink were 
freed from L.W. Bennett 
and Sons, a fur farm near 


Rochester, NY, in the 
early morning hours of 
Thursday, April 4, accord¬ 
ing to a communique 
from the ALF sent to 
news media and other 
animal rights groups. 

The ALF, in its state¬ 
ment, said the group re¬ 
leased the animals from 
theircages “coated in ex¬ 
crement and filth” to pre¬ 
vent their “being murdered 
for the bloody fur trade,” 
adding “the ALF operates 
under the policy that life 
is more important than 
property.” 


The action runs the 
total animals freed from 
fur farms in North America 
to nearly 10,000 since 
late in 1995. Approxi¬ 
mately 6,400 mink were 
released from two Cana¬ 
dian fur farms in late 
1995. About 200 each 
were liberated from Olym¬ 
pia, WA and Sheboygan, 
Wl fur farms in November 
and January. Also, in 
1995 a coyote was freed 
in Minnesota and 30 fox 
in Tennessee. 

The New York raid 
could put the fur farm out 


of business, and may re¬ 
sult in as many as 9,000 
mink lost to the farm, 
which claims it recovered 
as many as 1,500 of the 
3,000 mink. 

“Because the mink 
were pregnant females, 
capable of having at least 
5 kits each, the 1,500 sur¬ 
viving mink could become 
as many as 9,000 in the 
coming weeks, when the 
mink are expected to 
bear their young,” said 
J.R Goodwin, executive 
director of CAFT.

KFC -wrecked in India i_ __~ 



On 30th January, the 
Kentucky Fried Chicken 
outlet in Bangalore 
(southern India) was ran¬ 
sacked by up to 100 irate 
farmers, demanding that 
the fast food chain leave 
India. The farmers, be¬ 
longing to the Karnataka 
Rajya Ryota Sangha 
(KRRS - an association 
of 10 million farmers in the 
state of Karnataka), are 
concerned that the fast 
food chains will deplete 
the country’s livestock 
and adversely affect agri- 


Police are warning 
warning fur retailers 
across Canada to watch 
their mail for envelopes 
potentially booby-trapped 
with razor blades and 
tainted blood. The police 
warning follows receipt 
by the Vancouver Sun of 
an envelope containing a 
letter and a second, 
smaller envelope inside. 
“Enclosed you will find a 
booby-trapped envelope,” 
read the anonymous one- 
page typed letter, “ours 
does not contain the in¬ 
fected blood, so if you 
use your brain you should 
avoid problems.” 

The letter claimed that 
87 similar letters, booby- 
trapped and containing 
tainted blood, have been 
mailed to fur retailers 
across Canada. “It is un¬ 
fortunate such drastic

The 
KRRS has been involved 
in opposing other multi¬ 
national corporations like 
Cargill Seeds and 
PepsiCo in the past, and 
is preparing to oppose 
McDonald’s when it be¬ 
gins opening stores in In¬ 
dia later this year. 


actions must be taken 
but in war, people die,” the 
letter said. “And we 
haven’t even started yet.” 

The letter also stated 
that extremist groups 
such as theirs might not 
be needed if the news 
media took a greater in¬ 
terest in printing the facts 
about industries that 
profit from animal exploi¬ 
tation. The letter only 
mentioned one fur retailer 
by name, “the especially 
deserving Holt Renfrew,” 
and is simply signed, the 
“Justice Department.” 

Montague said a few 
letters are beginning to 
show up across the coun¬ 
try, and while there is no 
obvious proof of tainted 
blood, the police won’t 
know for sure until foren¬ 
sic tests are completed 
on the razor blades. 


Around October 95' an 
action against Me 
Donalds was organised 
by an new environmental 
group based in Mel¬ 
bourne named “E-Forse". 
They collected McRub- 
bish in the weeks lead¬ 
ing up to the demo, and 
gathered in the city 
square. 

About 200 people at¬ 
tended, waving banners 
and chanting slogans like 
“Don’t eat death” or “Me 
Donalds, starving the 
third world!”. The bags of 
rubbish were emptied out 


Militant animal rights 
activists completely 
blocked the drive-thru en¬ 
trance to a McDonald’s 
restaurant in Hollywood at 
the height of the busy 
lunch hour on March 20th, 
forcing the eatery to close 
its drive-thru lanes to the 
public. 

Activists closed the 
drive-thru lane by driving 
a pickup with a corpse of 
a cow into it, and then^ 
opening the tailgate to 
show customers what 


in front of a McDonald's 
while TV cameras filmed 
the protest. After wards 
the protesters ran into 
several other McDs in the 
area and generally made 
a lot of noise and disrup¬ 
tion. 

E-FORSE were also 
involved in a demo against 
the Melbourne Cup horse 
race in November. One 
activist was arrested for 
trying to run onto the 
racecource and five others 
were escorted from the 
grounds by police.

Nearby, at Meat 
Masters Ltd, the main window 
was broken at a replacement cost 
of $1000. The shop has been 
attacked several times with 
graffiti and broken windows. 

“This business must have cost 
Christchurch butchers and shops 
like McDonalds and KFC tens of 
thousands of dollars in the past 12 
months. These people must fire 
lead sinkers from catapults be¬ 
cause they go through the 
windows like bullets. They leave a 
big hole, but you still have to 
replace the whole window,” one 
manager said. 

Trevor Rhodes, of Hibbards 
Butchery, Stanmore Road, which 
had been hit several times, said it 
was hard to see the end of the 
campaign against butchers’ shops. 

“If the police catch one or two, 
others will replace them. It is hard 
to know what to do about it, short 
of putting a roll-up garage door 
across the front,” he said. 

The police have made no 
arrests in connection with the 
attacks.

Graffiti attacks in

Animal activists are thought to 
have been responsible for graffiti 
attacks on at least half a dozen 
buildings around Dunedin yes¬ 
terday. 

Slogans such as “Meat is Mur¬ 
der”, “Animals are Human”. "Deal¬ 
ers in Death” and “Animal Skin is a 
Sin” appeared in bright red paint on 
store windows and frontages. 

Leatherzone in Rattray St, Cen¬ 
tre Fire in Moray PI, Mooneys Furs 
in Queens Gardens and butcher 
$hops in George and Princes Sts 
were hit by the graffiti. A vacant fish 
shop in Princes St was also targeted. 

The attack left store owners 
angry and some confused as to why 
they were singled out 

Leatherzone owner Emma 
Kesha arrived at work to find 
“Animal Skin is a Sin” emblazoned 
on the front window of her store. 

“Don’t the people who do this 
sort of thing have a life to lead?” she 
asked. 

Mrs Kesha initially thought the 
graffiti had been written in blood. 

“I was a bit embarrassed when I 
first saw it. I sort of felt I had been 
doing something that was not rightin 
society. 

“But this is my business and peo¬ 
ple shouldn’t interfere with other 
people’s lives. This is also supposed 


. ter be Christmas, a time of goodwill.” 

^Mooneys Furs general manager 
Chris Taylor said the graffiti was not 
the work of intelligent people. 

‘There is nothing we do here 
that should invoke such opinion. We 
deal in possum skins yet the Govern¬ 
ment spends $55 million a year on 
poisoning possums,” Mr Taylor said. 

"What are we doing that is so 
socially unacceptable?". 

The activists should concentrate 
on solving more important matters in 
the world. 

“There are more animals put 
down because of cruelty than are 
used by the fur trade in this country.” 

Plans had been made to paint the 
building so the graffiti had probably 
helped speed up that process, he 
said. 

A slogan was also painted on the 
footpath outside Centre Fire, a sport¬ 
ing and hunting goods store in Moray 
PI. 

A carpet was now covering the 
message, which manager Selwyn 
Shanks described as "pathetic” and 
“a waste of time”. 

“If people have a problem with 
this they should come out in the open 
and make their feelings known, 
rather than sneaking around doing 
this." 

Senior Sergeant Allan Grindell 
said police were investigating the 
incidents and were interested in 
hearing from any witnesses.

ALF raids 

The Animal Liberation 
Front has been very ac¬ 
tive in Oregon, USA re¬ 
cently. 

On Friday, November 
24, Fur Free Friday, the 
Animal Liberation Front 
(ALF) entered Kaufman’s 
in the Valley River Center 
Mall in Eugene, Oregon 
and sprayed approxi¬ 
mately 25 fur coats with 
red permanent fabric paint 
to symbolize the blood 
shed to make the coats, 
as well as to render them 
valueless. An estimated 
$75,000 worth of animal 
skins were instantly un¬ 
marketable. 

ALF activists caused 
more than $15,000 dam¬ 
age to vehicles parked in

the lot of a Eugene ice 
cream maker a few 
weeks later when they 
ignited fire bombs on 
three semi-trucks. Unfor¬ 
tunately a security guard 
discovered two of the 
three fires before they 
could do much damage. 
The third truck was se¬ 
verely damaged. All three 
trucks were covered in 
painted slogans including 
“Go Vegan", "Dairy = 
Death" and "ALF". 

And in Olympia, about 
200 mink were freed from 
a fur farm and cages were 
destroyed. Estimated 
damage at $75,000. This 
was apparently the third 
fur farm raid carried out in 
Oregon in recent months.

News from England 

The English police are very upset. They can't catch 
any actual ALF activists so they've decided to harass 
ALF supporters. 

In January they arrested four people connected with 
Green Anarchist Magazine as well as the ALF Press 
Officer, and the editor of the ALF Supporters Group 
magazine. All six were charged with conspiracy to 
incite criminal damage and released on bail. This is 
the second time police have charged Green Anarchist 
magazine with conspiracy, the first case has yet to 
get to court.

ALF in Australia 

There is an active ALF cell in Melbourne. Early on 
the morning of January 9th a McDonald's in Doncaster 
Road was painted with ALF slogans and had six win¬ 
dows smashed. Next door, KFC lost four windows and 
also got painted. Nearby in Tunstall square, a butch¬ 
ers shop and a chicken store got bricks through the 
window and ALF slogans on them. Last December 
four butcher shops lost their windows and received 
free paint jobs by Melbourne ALF activists

Gillian Peachey has been remanded in custody 
again. This time for conspiracy to commit arson. 

Two Dutch activists (Frank Kocera and Eric Van 
Der Laan) were arrested on March 25 in connection 
with a series of arson and damage attacks on meat 
trucks and buildings in the Netherlands over the last 
two years. Both are in prison. We have printed their 
addresses but please note they can receive letters 
ONLY at this stage. 

In Finland Mia Sail! and Minna Salonen are on 
trial this month for liberating 600 foxes from two fur 
factory farms. 

Erika Schreiver-Abeln, a nineteen year old Swed¬ 
ish activist, was found guilty of two counts of arson 
against meat trucks and sentenced to a very light three 
months in prison. As she had already served that time 
on remand she has been released.
